Our position in 
Egypt sod the Mediterranean entails the 
Imperial responsibilify for policing the terri 
torial waters of Béypt, inclading the “Saer 
Canal. Mach capital might have been made 
by those hostile to the Oocopation if we bad 
been found onable to cops with soch a 
sitoation that might easily have arisen had 
not the Ottoman troops kept tha convicts at 
bay. 

There is plonty of daily work for a guard- 
sbip at Port Said if ooly ofa formal and official 
character. Farthermora there is « great desl of 
valaable Amiralty property thore, the control 
over which in the absence of a gnardsbip is 
vested in the person of the British Consul, 
who acts as Naval Agent. Sach daties aa fall 
within the soope of that position are far 
better performed by a gaardsbip than by « 
Consol, and the absurdity of the present 
sitoation is evidenced by the fact that the 
Consnl has not even an official boat or boat's 
crew, although he is Naval Agent.

HEALTH OF THE SULTAN. 

It is reported that Professor von Bergmann 
desires to perform an operation on bia Majesty, 
who ia soffering trom stone. After the Saltan's 
first attack in August,.the Torkish surgeon, 
Nareddin Pasha, performed an operation, 
which appears, however, not to have proved 
sofficiently effectual. 

Private reports from Constantinople state 
that the Sultan is suffering from deep mental 
depression as a consrq rence of his illness, aod 
that his oatward appearance haamach changed. 
The deaths within tha last fortoight uf two 
high fonetionaries at Yildie Kiosk have made 
a deep impression upoa the monarch. Nisban 
Bfféndi, who died suddenly of apoplexy, was 
the Sultan's translator and political director 
of foreign correspondence, and anjoyad bis 
M.jesty's confidence, while the death of the 
Chiet Master of Ceremonies, Ibrahim Pasha, 
soon followed. 


TURKISH COURT MYSTERIES. 

A reneation has been caused in Constanti- 
nople by the sudden death of the Soltan's 
private censor of forsige telegrams. Ho bad 
spent the day at Yildiz ‘Kiosk, and was 
on his way home by water to his coontry 
house at the end of the Bosphorus, beyond 
Boyokdere, when, as he was leaving the stair, 
he collapsed and expired in the arms of the man 
to ‘whom he was giving ap bis t’cket. By reason 
of his office, Nichan Effendi was brought into 
relations of close confidence with the Sultan, 
avd had in consequence many and malignant 
enemies. It is recalled that other men, oo 
copying positions similarly delicate, bave 
expired onder conditions startlingly similar, 
and there are whispers that the event is one of 
those which in Torkey most notte mention:

NAT CONTROVERSY 


THE DIFFICULTIES REMOVED. 


Renter's Cosstantinople agent reports that 
instractions have bean forwarded to the (tto- 
man Comtmissioner for the demarcation of 
the frontier ni the Sinai Peninsola and 
Syria notifying bim thet an arrangement has 
been arrived at between Great Britain and. the 
Porte, which is in conformity with the agree- 
ment of May 14, 1906. 

This result was obtained after protracted 
negotiations, which ware, however, condacted 
in a friendly spirit on both sides. 

It will be remembered that a deadlock 
occurred in the work of demarcation on the 
qoeation of the extent of devistion permissible 
on the basia of an approximate straight line 
from El Ksfab, on the Mediterranean, to a 
point three miles west of Akabah, which con- 
atitates the agreement of May 14. 


EGYPTIAN LAND AND GBNERAL 
TRUST. 
Sir W. F, Haynes Smith, who prasided 


at the meeting of the Egyptian. Land and 
General Trost, Limited, held in London on 
the afternoon of Friday Inat, raid that since 
Jone 30 investments which stood at £18,462 
bad been realised at a xmall profit, and the 
amount had been applied in meeting the out- 
atanding amoont due for the porchase of

It would Have been plesasnt to 
given argo dividend in the first year of the 
company’s operations, bat it seemed expedient 
that, having taken the risk of parohasing the 
property, shareholders should reap the fall 
benefit to be derived from its proper develop: 
ment. It was the only remaining building 
site in Alexandria, which was « place that 
was growing in importance, and for this rea- 
son it was rendered indepsndent of the 
ordinary flactoations of land in Bgypt 

They bad also declined an offer for another 
property, which woold have yielded a profit 
of £7,000, bat after considering expert advice 
they would get larger profits by waiting. Pend- | 
ing these negotiations, many matters 
remained in sbsyanoa, bat the Board were 
dealiog with new business on favourable 
and there was no reason to doobt that the 
operations of the company could be made a 
sacoess.

THE DENISHWAL AFFAIR. | MONEY 


‘ —— 


LIBERAL OPINION, 


‘The Liberal and Ministerisl newspaper, the 
the  Tribone,” remarks as follows io regard to 
the latest White Book on the Denishawi affair. 
We have dealt with the subject in our leading 
article today :— 

‘The effair is clrsed; ithas been di-consed 
in Parliament withost the fall docomenta ; it 
hae produced its moral effect in Bzypt, ard 
nothing which we can row say by way of com- 
‘ment can ir fl 1enca its inevitable conaeqnencer, 
ir will be, we are convinoed, an iaolated incident, 

‘ sol thongh Sir E!ward Grey defended the 
whole proceedings a1 flinchingly in bis publi 
stterances, be will not, we think, allow it 
to ba repested. The trisl bas impressed 
even sympathetic FPrerch observers (like 
the writer of ths recent letter in the 
*Temnzs") as a porely political »ffsir, and 
the veageance exacted is reoognizsd by every 
“aodid man who knows the facts as excessive 
in conception snd barbarous in execution. 
Piecing {ogether the story as it is told in 
evidence we nee no reason to sbate the 
cfitici‘m which we made originally. The Cort 
wes an exceptional tribanal, appointed ad hoo, 
acd ss the counsel for the prorecation pat it, 
it “waa not boond by any law,” or, rather, it 
“could apply any law.” “It is s'guificant, toc, 
“that the prosecation opened with a eulogy of 
“the Brit*xh occupation, and so raised the 
political -iseue st once.” Some fifty two natives 
were tried in a body, standing together with 
numbere | badges round their necks, ard even 
with this genesous assistance to identification, 
we thick that few Buglish lawyers would feel 
sativfied thst the officers wara really able to 
identify thess who astoslly strack them in 
the midst cf a cyutased mole. Ludees, they 
teldcm osred ‘to asvert more than that they 
bad seen this or tha other faco among the 
crowd 8 more than one instance their 
evidence was contradictory. 

The provocation is clearly established. It 
eooms that the family which took the lesd in 
the slirsy wade their living from the village 
.dove-cota and the coonse! for the prozecation 
insisted on the fact that they had resented 
thécondact of'an Boglish party which shot 
their pigeons onder similar circa! 
year ego.. Indeed, he declared “the 
natives had iad the intention to marder from 
last'ycar, being infuriated at the sbooting of 
tke ‘pigeons.” In thes3 circumstances it is 
bardly surprising that the accidental firing of 
the barn and the wounding of four natives 
(including #,womav) by accidents! shots from 
the cffisers’ guos broks dewa their self restraint. 
‘The medical cross exsminstion is not given at 

length, bot in the nitive reports of the trial it 
came ont clearly that Captain Boll's death 
wea not sofiiciently explaiced by the blows be 
had received ; it was due to violent exertior, 
combined, with shock and aggravated ty sun- 
stroke, No English javy in such circomstarces 
would hive brooght in a verdict of morder, 
and certainly vo Boglish Jadge woold have 
sentenced s man who had besten trespassing 
sportamen, after they had, bowever acciden- 
“tally, fired bis barn and woonded his wife, to 
penal servitude for lifa. It is only recently 
that s weiltby American who shot a poacher 
in Scotland under much less provocation was 
triompbently acquitted by au Edinturgh jary. 


COMMAND OF THE SBA. 

The snonymone writer in the “Fortnightly,” 
*bo adopts the nom de guerre of “Bxcabitor,”’ 
points out that the finaccial resalt of the 
German naval policy is far more remarkab'e 
than ia generally understood. 

In the last three years —19°4-1907-—British 
naval expenditure has teen reduced by seven 
millions. any, in 1897, speot on her 
fleet £4,31+,000; in 1904 the ontlsy had 
Sriseo to £10,558,105, and onder the new 
amending Act ths es'imates will go op from 
Year to year ontil 1917, whan the outlsy will 
Smount to £16,137,000. There is no psraliel 
in any fleet for euch rapid increase of expen- 
ditore. The navy votes in 1917 will mark an 
increase of 273.6 per cent. over those of 1997, 
* period of only 20 years, If the outlay on 
the Britith fleet were to keep psce with the 
relative gtowth'in German naval expenditure, 
the Brith Navy estimates in 1917 would 
amougt to over £60, 00,000—s preposteroux 
figure. No one woold seriously euggnet any 
each increment in the provision for the B-itirh 
fleet. On the other hand, it is absurd that 
advocates of naval economy in England should 
eudesvour to ignore this movement on the 
other side of the North Sea, only three han fred 
miles trom our own th rea, or that they should 
bench sside prophecies as to the fatore, on the 
seenmption that tho German aathrities pro 
ceed on our own haphazard lies, which render 
the fleet the mark for the proving koifle of 
every nowly-tledged Ministerinter.t 09 « popa

Sach distar- 
bances would revct opon countries with greater 
forca, and would not avit either New York, 
Paria, or Berlio. We onderstand terma are 
being made stringent for loans agsinst Ameri- 
can recurities in order to bring home to the 
financial circles in New York that they mast 
come to their own ha'p in case of any forther 
large demands. 

Ita 4 percent. rate is the sole result of the 
ssoal Actomn rqaeezs it will not bave avy 
bad effect ; in fact, itis good thing for the 
lenders in the open market who are ready to 
take advantage of it. After all, with trade busy, 
4 percent isa very healthy rate, and never 
stops legitimets bosiness of any kind. With 
£1,700,030 on the way from the (spe, and 
Exchange moving in our favonr, no scarcity 
need be fesred eo long as America sc's prad- 
ently, aud we bave no reason to donbt that 
Mr. Shaw quite appreciates the position. At 
present New York seams to have taken all 
want, at any rate for the prereot, 

‘The amount withdrawn for Egypt this week 
is £370,00°, and more is expected to go ont 
in the same direction —in fact, as we write it 
is understood that three-q iarters of a million 
are being withdrawn.

The increwe in the Bank rate to 4%, 
slthonogh it bad been expected, came as 4 
considerable relief, and it is confitently-hoped 
that, new that the Ameri-sn demand bas been 
to a large extent supplied, estier money condi- 
tions, and with them, more active business 
on the Stock Excharge, may soon be the 
order of the d-y. ,Tha tone of markets was 
moch more cheerfal yesterday, wth the excep 
tion of the giltedged section, which was de- 
pressed by the shrinksge in the reserve, and 
next week we sbru'd be ab'e to report active 
dealings in al! markets.
